A Sermon by

My subject is. "Who can pray so as, 


to get what they ask?" A great many 
people have an idea that any person 
can pray and that God will answer. 
They go through their Bible and take 
all the wonderful promises about God s 
answering prayer and they take these 
promises as belonging to themselves, 
and when they don't get what they ask 
they say. "I don't believe these prom- 
ises are true." The trouble is not with 
the promises: the trouble is with the 
person that takes the promise. 
The 


promise xvas not made to you. Gods 
promises to answer pray era re not made 
to everybody. They are just made to a 
certain -class of people, and God has 
been very careful to define in his own 
Word precisely who the 
people are 


whose prayers he will answer, and he 
tells us how we can get into that class. 
I would rather be in that class than 
any other cfass on earth. Some peo- 
ple want to get into the best society. 
The society I want to get into is the 
society whose prayers God answers. 
The Bible tells us very plainly who Uie 
people arc whose prayers God will 
answer, and who the people are whose 
prayers God will not answer. Who the 
people are whose prayers God will 
answer is given In I John 3:22—"What- 
soever we ask we receive of him be- 
cause we keep his commandments, and 
do these things which are pleasing in 
his sight." 


Finding Out God's Will. 


Have you ever noticed what a re- 


markable statement it Is that the apos- 
tle John makes here? 
John says. 


"Whatsoever I ask I get. I never offer 
a prayer to God. but God gives me 
the thing I ask for." "Whatsoever we 
ask we receive of him." Can you say 
that? Can you say. "Every prayer I 
offer to God. God gives me the thing I 
ask of him?" 
Many of us doubtless 


could say. "God answers most of my 


- Tprayers.' 
Some of us must say. "God 


does not answer any of my prayers. 
But John says. "God answers every one 
of my prayers." 
He says. "What- 


soever 
wo 
ask 
we 
receive 
of 


Mm." 
and 
then he tells us why 


he could say that, and how you and 
I can get to the place where we can 
say It too—"Whatsovor we ask we 
receive of him because." Because why? 
Because of two things: First, because 
we keep his commandments. Second, 
because we do those things which are 
pleasing In his sight. Let us take them 
up one by one. 
First of all. "Because we keep his 


commandments." If you do what God 
tells you to do. God will do what you 
.ask him to do. 
If you have a. sharp 


enr for God's commandments. God 
'will have a sharp car for your peti- 
tions. But if you turn a deaf ear to 
one of God commandments, God will 
turn a deaf ear to every one of your 
petitions. When you study the Word 
of God daily to find out what the will 
of God Is and every time you find out 
what it is do it; when you go to God 
and ask him to show you his will, when 
he shows it do it every time; then God 
will give you what you ask of him. 
God demands reciprocity. 


Perplexed About Prayer. 


He demands first of all that his chil- 


dren listen to him: then he will listen 
to them. If you will not listen to him, 
then he will not listen to you. If you 
are not studying every day to find out 
What his will is and doing it when you 
find out what it is. then you 
have 


no 
right 
to 
expect 
that 
God 


will 
answer 
your prayers. 
I be- 


lieve 
we 
touch 
here 
upon 
the 


secret of most of the unanswered 
prayers in this world. 
People 
are 


either 
neglecting their Bibles 
and 


therefore do not know what the will of 
God is or else they are not doing his 
will when they find It.' A maid who 
worked for a lady in my.church in Chi- 
cago came to me one day and said, 
•4Miss 
(that was her mistress) 


thinks I ought to talk with you." 
I 


said, "Jennie, why does Miss

think you ought to talk with me?" She 
said, "I am very much perplexed. 1 
said, "What are you perplexed about, 
Jennie?" 
"Because God does not an- 


swer my prayers, and I cannot under- 
stand it." I said, "I don't believe there 
Is any great mystery abcfut it. Arc you 
one of the class whose prayers God 
promises to answer? Let me show you 
the class of people whose prayers God 
promises to hear and answer." And I 
turned to this verse: 'Whatsoever we 
.ask" we receive of him, because we 
keep his.commandments, and do those, 
things that are pleasing In his sight." 
"Does that describe you, Jennie? Are 
you keeping God's commandments? 
Are you studying your Bible every day 
to find out what the will of God is, and 
when you find It, do you do It every 
time?" She said, "No, I don't. Mr. Tor- 
rey." 
"Then," I 
said, "the verse 


doesn't describe you. doe's it?" "No," 
she said, "It doesn't." 


Belief an Essential. 


In my first pastorate there was a 


lady wlio was one of the brightest and 
most intelligent women in the congre- 
gation. One day somebody said to me. 
••Mrs. 
Was formerly a member of 


this church." So one Sunday morning 
a short time afterwards we werc.walk- 


' ing up the street, together. Just as I 


turned Into my Rate. I turned to her 
and said: "Mrs. T.. why are you not a 
Christian? They tell me that formerly 
you were a very active member of the 
church." 
She said, "Bertiuse I do 


believe the Bible." I said, 


you believe the Bible?" 
"Because I 


tried its promises and found them 
untrue." 
I said. "I would like to 


have 
you 
tell 
me 
one 
single 


promise in the Word of God that you 
have tried and found untrue." She re- 
plied "Does it not say somewhere in 
the Bible. 'What things Soever ye de- 
sire when ye pray, believe that ye re- 
ceive them, and ye shall have them? 
I said. 'It says something that sounds 
a good deal like that." 
"Well." she 


said, "my husband was very sick. 
I 


asked God to restore my husband to 
health. 
I believed he would, and he 


died. Did not the promise fail?" 
I 


said "No. the promise did not fail. 
"But does it not say. 'What things so- 
ever ye desire, when ye pray, believe 
that ye receive them, and ye shall hfeve 
them"? 
It 
says something .that 


sounds like that." 
"Well." she. said 


"just what does it say?" I replied, it 
say« 'What things soever ye desire 
when ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them and ye shall have them.' 
Are 


you one of the 'ye's?' Are you one of 
the people to whom that promise was 
made'" She said. "Wasn't It made to 
all 
professing Christians?" 
I said. 


"Certainly not. 
God tells us exactly to 


whom he makes this promise." 
She 


said. "I would like to know to whom 
it was made, then." 


Keeping His Comm»ndments. 


I opened my Bible to this passage. 


Whatsoever we ask we receive of him. 
because we keep his commandments 
and do those things that are pleasing 
in his sight." "Were you keeping his 
commandments? Were you doing the 
things that were pleasing In his sight? 
Were you living to the glonr of God In 
all things?" She said. "No. Mr. Torrey, 
I was not." "Then the promise was not 
made to you?" "No. it was not." "It 
did not fall then, did It?" And she 
saw her error and came back to God. 
Are you one of the people, to whom 
that promise is made? Are you keep- 
ing 
his 
commandments? 
Are you 


studying your Bible every day. to find 
out what the will of God Is. and when- 
ever you find it. are you doing It every ( 


In even- great protnlse of God In the 


Bible to answer prayer, this connec- 
tion is the same. Take that wonder- 
ful passage In 
John 
14:13-14—that 


promise we arc ,so fond 
of 
quoting. 


"Whtsoever ye shall ask In my name, 
that will I do. that the Father may be 
glorified in the Son- If ye shall ask 
anything In my name. I will do It." But 
we stop there. But Jesus did not stop 
there. 
He went right on to the fol- 


lowing verse: "If ye love me. keep my 
commandments. And I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you another 
Comforter." etc. In other words. Jesus 
says, if wo have that love for him 
that leads us to keep his command- 
ments, then the Father will give us the 
Holy Spirit and he will teach us how 
to pray according to the will of God: 
and God will give us what we ask. 


Take that other wonderful 
verse. 


John 15:7—"It ye abide in me, and my 
words abide in you, ye shall ask what 
ye will and it shall be done upto you." 
Most of us read it, "If ye abide in me 
ye shall ask what ye will, and it shal 
be done unto you." 
Now. the Bible 


doesn't say that. It says. "If ye abide 
in me, and my words abide1 in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will, and it shall be 
done unto you." 
If you don't studi 


God's Word, it cannot abide in you, for 
It is not in you. And If you do no' 
obey it does not abide in you. But i 
you will study the Word of God even 
day of your life to learn the will o f j 
God, 
and whenever you find the will 


of God, do it, then when you come to 
God with your prayers, he will listen. 


Sins of Our Social Life. 


Second. "And do -those things which 


are pleasing In his sight." It is not 
enough that we keep his command- 
ments. 
Further than that, we must 


do those things that are pleasing In 
his sight. There are many things that 
it would please God for us to do that 
he does not specifically command. The 
idea some people have of God's gov- 
ernment is this: God is a great law- 
giver and lays down a great many 
laws, "Thou shalt do this, and thou 
shalt do that, and thou shalt not do 
this, and thou shalt not do that." and 
that the whole of the Christian 
life 


consists in doing the things which God 
explicitly tells us to do, and leaving 
undone the things which God explicitly 
tells us not to do. What an idea of 
the Christian life! God is not merely a 
lawgiver. God is a Father—that Is the 
conception of God that lies at the very 
foundation of prayer; the very first 
words In the prayer Jesus taught are, 
"Our Father." How does a, father gov- 
ern his children? Does he lay down a 
whole lot of laws and then rest content 
If his children obey these laws? 
Not 


If he Is a wise father. 
He may lay 


down a few laws, not a great many: 
but over and above all the laws he lays 
down, he expects his children to ge> 
acquainted with him and find out what 
pleases him and then do It withoui 
waiting to be told. 


How do I govern my children? 


may have, laid down a few laws; thes 
are vw few, and I would not know 
what to make of it if one of my chil 
drcn disobeyed one of those laws. Bu 
I am not satisfied with that. Beyonc 
all that. I expect my children to make 
it their study to find out what wll 
please-their father, and when they finr 
'it, do It without waiting to be-told. , I 


should feel very bad if my childrer 
waited even" time to be told. 


Our heavenly Father expects us t< 


make it our study to find out wha 
pleases him. and then do it withou 
waiting to be told. That will settle al 
the questions that perplex VO"- 
questions that come up in the Chris 
life so frequently nowadays. 
Shall a 


Christian go to the theater? Shall a 
Christian play cards? Shall a Christ.ari 
dance? Shalt a Christian do this thing 
and that thing and the other thing. 
Just ask yourself. "Would it please m> 
Father?" The way a great many at- 
tempt to settle it is this: "Does it sa> 
anywhere in the Bible. 'Thou shalt not 
go to the theater.' 
Does it say any- 


where 'Thou shalt not dance?' Does 
it say. 'Thou shalt not play cards. 
Does "it say anywhere In 
the Bible. 


•Thou shalt not do this thing or that 
thing or the other thing?'" That is 
not the question. If you were a reallj 
loval child of,God. you would not ask 
that 
question. 
The question you 


would ask would be. "Will it please my 
Father?" 
The Question of the Theater. 


Now if I thought It would please my 


Father more" for me to go to the theater 
than for me to stay away. I would go. 
no matter what anybody else said or 
did 
But if I thought it would please 


him better for me to stay away. It 
would not make a particle of difference 
to me who went. When I am at home 
in Chicago, or v.-hen I am llvin? Sn 
Philadelphia. I often get complimentary 
tickets to this and that and the other 
show telling me how they are putting 
on a highly moral play: and how this 
minister and that minister and this 
doctor of divinity has 
accepted 
a 


ticket 
The question with me Is, "vV 111 


it please my Father?" But if I thought 
It would please God better for me not 
to 1 wouldn't do It If all the preachers 
In the land did it. The -whole question 
Is. "Will It please my Father?" 


Now every person has to settle these 


questions for himself. 
I can't settle 


them 'for you, any more than you can 
settle them for me. 
But settle It In 


this way: 
Ask 
yourself. "Will It 


please my Father?" God says In his 
Word, "Conic ye out from among them, 
and be ye separate, and touch no un- 
clean thing." 
And the theater today 


is an unclean thing. 


How about the dance? I do not be- 


lieve that every girl who dances has 
Impure thoughts. 
Many a sweet. In- 


nocent, pure Christian 
girl 
dances. 


But I do believe that if pure-minded 
Christian girls knew what the thoughts 
were of the men with whom they, are 
dancing, they would never go on the 
floor again. 
The hardest fight that 


the American young man who wishes 
to lead a. true life has on hand today 
is not the fight against Intemperance 
in intoxicating drinks: the hardest 
fight the young man who wishes to 
lead a true life has on hand today Is 
the fight for personal purity, and there 
is no other institution countenanced in 
decent society that makes the fight for 
personal purity so hard as the modern 
dance. 
How about the cards? I don't think 


the case against the cards is as clear 
as it Is against the theater and the 
dance, but it is clear enough. 
Even- 


one of us knows that the cards are the 
gambler's darling weapon. 
We all 


know that there Is scarcely a gambler 
on earth today who did not take his 
first lessons in ^gambling at the quiet 
family card table. I have never known 
a reformed gambler who did not hate 
he cards. like deadly poison, for he 
tnew what led to his ruin. 


When we were holding meetings In 


Vashville. my wife, went to the prison 
here. 
She learned that there was a 


man there under a life sentence for 
shooting a. man over a game of cards 
and he said that he took his first lesson 
n playing cards, keeping tally as a 
Child at his mother's knee, while she 
ivas playing cards at home. "Oh," 
vou say. "but it has never hurt me." 
What about your influence upon some- 
body else? 
I knew a father and 


mother who proceeded upon the theory 
that they would make home so pleasant 
that the boys would not care to go any- 
where else. 
And they made home 


pleasant. The boys never cared to go 
anywhere else. 
They taught them to 


play cards.. That worked all right as 
long as the boys remained at home. 
The time came when those boys left 
home. One of the three had never had 
any taste for cards, and therefore did 
not learn how to play. The other two 
who had a taste tor cards and had 
learned how to play at home both be- 
came gamblers. 
Some women are 


gamblers. You don't call it gambling, 
but 
it 
is—this playing for prizes, 


which is nothing but disguised gam- 
bling. 
Another thing about the cards. It 


Is practically impossible to play cards 
moderately. A person who plays cards 
will do one of two things—take so 
little Interest In nlaylntt that he will 
give it up or else, he will play immod- 
erately. 
All over America, there are 


mothers—aand some of them profess- 
edly Christian mothers—who are neg- 
lecting their home duties, neglecting 
the Bible, and pretty much everything 
else. In order that they may go to at 
least one card party every day. 
I 


•have known places In the last two 
years where women' play cards in the 
morning play cards in the afternoon 
and pi*' cards at night. God forbid 


hat my son should ever marn' a card 
playing woman. 


I was In a party of gentlemen a few 
,-eeks ago and we were discussing this 
oplc and It was mentioned how the 
women played for money. One of the 
party said he didn't believe they played 
or money. 'Another one of the party, 
a. banker, said: "Why. you don't know 
what you are talking about. Of course 
they play for money. A lady said to 
me "the other day, 'I won't play unless 
they play for money: there is no ex- 
citement in it.1"

The Evolution of the Cross. 


Now the directly opposite view of the 


cross is held. Some of the most mag- 
nificent buildings in the world 
are 


shaped according to the proportions of 
the cross, while the choicest forms of 
art and architecture owe their compo- 
sition to it. And the cross is now worn 
by kings and potentates, by men and 
women in high circles and low. The 
cross is made In every sort of metal, 
and in even' sort of stone—granite. 
marble, alabaster, iron, silver, gold; 
and In every sort of jewel stone—pearl, 
ruby, emerald, 
amethyst, diamond: 


nothing Is too precious for its use. 


"The cross of the God-man hath put 


an end to the punishment of the cross, 
and instead made the cross the sym- 
bol of humanity, civilization, progress 
peace and love."—Edersheim. 


It is today the most 
loved and 


highly honored symbol in all the world 
It Is the sublimest expression of the 
love of God for the world. 
A thing 


once so low. and now lifted so high, is 
best described in Christ's own words: 
•And I if I be lifted up. will draw ail 
men unto myself." It is not the cross 
so simple in Itself, that we love and 
cherish, but it is the memon' of the 
ove of our Saviour cn'stallized about 
the cross that makes It so altogether 
lovely to us. 
In St. Peter's at Rome, and In many 


other Roman Catholic churches, pieces 
of "the true cross" are shown on Good 
Friday. 
Some gullible people easily 


believe these are true relics. Inquire 
how they were secured, and you will be 
told that Helena, the mother of the 
Emperor Constantine. was shown In a 
dream the exact spot where the cruci- 
fixion had taken place four hundred 
years before, and that she went to 
Jerusalem and found a sepulchre b> 
the side of which were three crosses 
It was a problem to discover which ol 
them was the cross of Jesus. To prove 
It. she had all three crosses applied to 
a sick woman, and while two had no 
effect upon her. the third one restorc< 
the woman at once to health. Anc 
Helena caused a church to be erected 
over the spot where she found the 
cross, which became known as the 
"Church of the Holy Sepulchre," an 
the "true site of Calvary'." 


The late Dr. Selah Merrill, who to 


many years was the American consr 
at Jerusalem, put much effort In tryln 
to discover the actual site of Calvan 
He says: "Everybody accepts the tact, 
that Christ was crucified without the 
walls of Jerusalem. The New Testa- 
ment requires this (Heb. 13:12: Matt. 
28:33: John 19:17.-) 
* " * I|» 188& 
I had the good fortune to discover 
what is unquestionably the second wall 
of ancient Jerusalem, and hence the 
wall without which Christ was cruci- 
fied • • • We had already one ter- 
minus, and also the direction of the 
wall 
It encircled the north part, of 


the town. 
This Is the statement of 


Josephus (Wars. v.. 4. 2). and what we 
find corresponds exactly to his descrlp- 
tinn . • • Less than two hundred 
yards north ot the north wall of Jeru- 
salem, and not quite three huiidrsd 
yards from the Damascus gate, there 
is a hill above what is known a.Jere- 
miah's grotto. 
This hill was 


without the city as it existed In 
time 
It. Is now used as a Mohamme- 


dan burrying ground, and has been so 
used for Centuries. 
It is forty feet 


spot with scores of intelligent persons, 
and gone over the arguments 
with 


them, and so far as I know, every one 
has been impressed with the strong 
and cumulative proof that this is the 
place where Christ suffered on the 
cross." 
We may add that this 
particular 


location is frequently called "Gordon's 
Calvary." because General C. G. Gor- 
don, who died at Khartoum, thoroughly 
and scientifically examined the spot, 
and pronounced it the true Calvan-. 
Dr. Merrill further says: "If this is the 
spot where his words were fulfilled: 
•If I be lifted up.' half of Jerusalem 
could from their housetops have wit- 
nessed the scene, and likewise people 
from Olivet. Scopus, and much of the 
surrounding countn' beside." 


The Mournful Journey. 


The start was mane from the prae- 


torium. Pilate's judgment hall. (Dore's 
picture. "Christ's Descent From the 
praetorlum." is a wonderful represen- 
tation of this scene.) 
In the lead 01 


the procession as Tt moved out ol 
Pilate's castle was a soldier bearing a 
board on which was written In three 
anguages: 
Jesus of Nazareth, the 


King of the Jews, the accusation o 
Christ. This was afterwards nailed on 
the cross above the head of Jesus 
Next followed the centurion who had 
been given charge of the execution 
then four soldiers guarding Jesus, whc 
bore his own cross, as was the custom 
Then came the two thieves, who vrer- 
to be crucified at the same time, bear 
ing their crosses, each guarded by four 
soldiers: then the multitude thronging 
after, among whom were the weeping 
women (Matt. 27:55). 
It Is hardly 


probable that the high priests and 
Sanhedrists were in the throng at first, 
but that they joined it after learning 
of the inscription which Pilate had 
placed upon the board. 
They felt It 


incumbent upon themselves to counter- 
act by jeers any antl-Jewish feeling 
that might be excited by the thrust of 
Pilate. The way the procession moved 
was through the street Via Dolorosa— 
the Sorrowful Way—to the Damascus 
gate. Passing through this, they met 
Simon of Cyrene. and as Jesus was 
sinking beneath the burden ot his 
cross, they took It from him and laid 
It upon Simon. It has been suggested 
that Simon did not bear the whole 
cross, but only that part which dragged 
on the ground (Luke 23:26.) 
Passing 


eastward from the .Damascus gate 
along the north wall, they came to 
Calvary, which was only about three- 
quarters of a mile from where they 
hod started.

other on his left: and thus "he was 
numbered with transgressors" as the 
prophet said he would be (Isa. 53:12'). 
The four soldiers who had guarded 
Jesus took his garments as

perquisites, and cast lots how they 
should be divided among them: the 
headgear, the outer cloakllke garment, 
and the sandals. 
Besides these was 


the Inner garment, or seamless robe. 
For this they cast lots, because it 
could not be divided.

Is Twenty-one Years of Age. 


The congregation of St. Patrick's 


ft thalic church is twenty-one years 
of age. It was early in the year 1S89 
that Rt. Rev. Joseph Dwenger. then the 
bishop of the diocese, realized that in 
the 
near 
future 
the 
growth 
of 


Catholicism in Fort Wayne would de- 
mand the building of a ne_w church to 
accommodate the needs of the great 
number of Catholics 
living 
in 
the 


southern part of the city, and accord- 
ingly property on Fairfield avenue was 
purchased for this purpose. 


Soon after a new parish was formed 


and in October of that year Rev. T. M. 
Q'Leary was appointed 
as 
pastor. 


About this time occasion presented 
itself for securing a more desira' ie lo- 
cation for the church than the one of 
Fairfield avenue, and six lots «n De- 
Wald street, between Harrison and 
Wcbstesr. were purchased. This was a 
more central location. 


Then death came. 
The brilliant 


young priest. Father O'Leary. who had 
established a school in the parish, was 
called from earth and a month later 
the bishop appointed P.ev. Joseph F. 
Delaney. then a talented young priest 
of the bishop's household, as the pas- 
tor of this new parish- 


Father Delaney at once began the 


Trork ot organizing the new congrega- 
tion tor the St. Patrick's parish and 
the securemcnt of funds for the church 
edifice to be ^erected. 
An additional 


half sq.uare of ground, the remaining 
tots of the entire square on DeWald 
street, was bought, and on April 1. 
1830, ground was broken for the new 
church and also for school buildings 
and the pastoral residence, all of which 
were finished during the 
following 


year, 


The new church edifice, then 
and 


now one- of the handsomest In the city, 
was dedicated on Sunday, Nov. 
22 


1891. It was a great event In Catholic 
history In Fort Wayne. The dedicatory 
address wHa delivered by Rev. T. E. 
Walsh, the president of Notre Dame 
university, and the celebrant at the 
Messing ot the temple was Very Rev 
J. H. ^Brammer, the vicar general of 
the diocese. He acted In this capacity 
on account ot the illness of Bishop 
Dwenger at the time. 


The church cost $50.000. It ha» a 


seating- capacity ot about 1,000. Aft- 
erwards the St. Catherine's academy 
was built and subsequently enlarged, 
send with the new lycenm building the

Indianapolis. Dec. 3.—The Indiana 


State Trustees' association has just 
drafted a township bill to be presented 
at the next session ot the general as- 
sembly which, if passed, will divide the 
1.01B township of the sta.te Into seven 
classes, similar to the classification ot 
the cities and towns act. and provide 
for fixed salaries for township trustees 
for all classes except the seventh, a 
per diem salary being allowed the lat- 
ter. 
The bill abolishes the township 


advisory board, provides for the ap- 
pointment of road supervisors by the 
trustees, the employment of officp help 
in the larger townships, repeals the 
law requiring appropriations for pub- 
lic expenditures and gives the trustee 
the power to fix the tax levy, subject 
to appeal to the board of county com- 
missioners. 


The hill was drafted bv Henry Scy- 


fried. an Indianapolis lawyer, and was 
approved yesterday by a sub-commit- 
tee of the legislative committee of the 
State Trustees' association.

Plan Joint Conference. 


The bill will be presented 
at the 


meeting of the trustees Dec. d lo 8 in 
Indianapolis for final approval. Minor 
changes may be made.'but In the main 
the bill will st«nd as drawn, it is said. 
The salaries in be paid trustees in 
the six classes of townships are not 
included In the present draft of the 
bill. The amounts are left blank and 


certified to the 
county auditor and 


placed on the tax duplicate. 


The purchase of additional supplies 


by the township trustee at the con- 
tract price without advertising for bids 
as now required. 


The annual report 
of the trustee 


shall be made in duplicate to the state 
board of accounts as \vell as to tho 
county auditor. 


The trustee shall borrow money on 


the authority of the board of county 
commissioners subject to petition and 
notice previously informing property 
owners of the township of such Inten- 
tions and such petition. 
; 


Classifies Townships. 
' 


Townships, ijy the provisions of th« 


trustees' bill, are divided into seven 
classes, according to the population ot 
the last preceding census. It Is pro- 
vided that townships of the first Class 
shall have a population of 150,000 and 
over. Townships of the second class 
shall have a population of 100,000 and 
less than 150,000; 
third 
class, 60.000 


and less than 100.000: fourth class, 20,- 
000 and less than 60.000: fifth class, 6,- 
000 and less than 20.000; sixth class, 
1.000 and less than S.OOO, and seventh 
class less than 1,000 population. 
Only 


trustees of townships of the seventh 
class will draw a per diem salary. 


Provisions are made In the bill for 


the election of five justices of the peace 
and five constables in townships ot the 
first class; four justices of the peace 
and four constables in townships ot 
the' second class; three Justices ot the 
peace and three constables in town- 
ships of the third class; two justices 
of the peace and two constables In 
townships of the fourth, fifth and sixth 
classes, and one justice of the peace 
and one constable in townships of the 
seventh class. 


For several years the township ad- 


visory board has been recognized gen- 
erally as a, doubtful adjunct to tho 
township trustee's office. 
In tram 


the new bill the committee sougbA' 
abolish the board, at the same time 
providing for sufficient checks upon 
the official nets nf the trustee. 
Th« 


committee did not think the necessity" 
ot making appropriations for township 
expenditures longer existed. If It ever. 
existed. 
The trustee is required to 


keep all funds distinctly separate and 
is prohibited from transferring money 
from one fund to another.

Tho township trustee Is empowered 


lo employ an attorney, who. It Is pro- 
vided, shall furnish to him legal ad- 
vice whenever needed. Previous to the 
time of fixing the tax levy notice of his 
estimate of the succeeding year's ex- 
penses shall be published in at least 
two newspapers. In the event of ob- 
jection to the proposed levy by not 
less than 10 per cent, of the taxpay-' 
ers an appeal may be taken to the 
board of count}- commissioners, whose 
decision concerning the levy required 
shall be linal. 


All taxes for township purposes snail 


be levied and collected, the bill pro- 
vides, against all the taxable property 
of the township, except that within 
townships 
containing 
incorporated 


towns or cities; taxes for school, road 
and library purposes shall be levied 
and collected only on the taxable prop- 
erty situated within the township and 
without the incorporated town or city.

propriations to be made for the ex- 
penditure of public funds during an 
ensuing year, the 'trustee being re- 
quired to keep all funds separate, r.nd 
being 
prohibited

money from one fund to another. 


The appointment of all road super- 


visors by the township trustee. 
The 


supervisors are now elected and. while 
being responsible to the township trus- 
tee, he has i/o power to remove incom- 
petent men from office. 


Fixing the tax levy Is to be done by 


the trustee following notice of nn es- 
timate of township expenses, subject 
to appeal to the board of county com- 
missioners on the objection ot 10 per 
cent, of the property owners of thn 
township. The decision of the county 
commissioners shall be final and the 
levy as agreed upon by them shall be

been profit for all. possibly, but cer- 
tain it'"Is that none would have lost 
money. 
The directors realize this 


themselves but for some reason they 
do not-seem to be able to come down 
to lopping off unnecessary expense and 
all of them are willing to concede that 
they.have pursued the wrong course. 


Pooling of salaries does not appear 


to b« the solution, although the scheme 
might look better If it were unfolded 
more fully than the doctor has up to 
this time unfolded it.

drawback Is that it would, to some 
•xt«nt. destroy the 
individuality 
of 


each club and raise in the minds of the 
players the Idea that they were all 
playing for one big corporation and 
that It was their duty to draw close 
finishes rather than play the game on 
their merits.

HE SENTINEL today presents to its readers a 


picture of the Pennsylvania passenger sta- 
tion on Baker street, a diagram of the ground 


floor and the train sheds and tracks in the rear a» 
they will appear when the approved plans of the 
company have been carried to consummation. 


This magnificent building will have a'frontage 


of 196 feet, a maximum depth of 108 feet, and an 
elevation at the dome of upwards of fifty feet. 
It 


will have massive walls, constructed of brick and 
stone,, with stone or terra cotta trimmings,, will be 
two stories, with a basement for kitchen and other 
purposes, and the main floor will be nearly on a 
level with the sidewalks on Baker street. 


The .main entrance will be in the center, over a 


granite platform and through swinging doors which 
will open into a small vestibule1 and thence into the 
general waiting room, which will be 40x87.6 feet, 
and which will open at the rear into the subway 
leading to the'track stairways. The diagram shows 
the location and size of the various rooms on the 
ground floor and the purposes they are designed to 
serve, and further' descirption. would be superflu- 
ous. The floor will be constructed of a substance 
the component parts of which are asbestos, rubber 
and stone, wh,Ich has great wearing qualities and 
at the same time possesses the.unresisting charac- 
ter of rubber to the feet. The floors in the waiting 
rooms, passage ways, dining halls and other rooms 
will have marble borders of a pretty design, the 
casing of the doors and windows will be enameled 
steel and hard wood. 


The second story will contain a number of rooms 


but so far f.he only known occupants will be the 
ticket receiver and his clerks,, and the trainmen. 
These rooms will be located In the west part of the 
building, possibly over the ticket office and the sta- 
tionmaster's room. 


The kitchen will be in the basement, Immediate- 


ly under the dining room and lunch' room and con- 


r necting it with the latter will be "dumb" electric 


waiters, while entrance to it will be by.means of an 


' outside stairway at the -east of the building and by 


a stairway leading down from the passageway be- 
tween the main waiting room and the dining and 
lunch rooms. 


Passage to and from the trains will he through 


•a covered concourse beneath the tracks and be- 
tween the depot building proper and the retaining 
wall of.lho elevated main tracks. This concourse 
will have the aamo level as the station floor and 
will be well lighted and ventilated.

the gate of each will be a sign announcing tho des- 
tination and time of departure of the train to 
which it. leads. Provision has been made for seven 
trains in the station, but the plans only contem- 
plate the building cf six. Each will accommodate 
a train ,of fifteen cars and will have a platform 
twenty-four feet wide its entire length. 


One of the most important features• of the ar- 


rangements for taking or leaving trains is that 
each train platform Is reached by its own stairway, 
and the passenger never liar, to cross a track for 
that, purpose. 
This avoids both confusion and 


danger 
that are commonly present in stations 


where trains are not. run up to dead ends. The In- 
dianapolis union station is a conspicuous example 
of the clangers alluded to. 


To avoid the smoke nuisance, so common In 


many railway stations, each platform will have a 
separate shed, which will extend only to the tracks, 
leaving the engine and the baggage and mall cars 
in.the open. 


Baggage will be taken to and from the train plat- 


forms by means of separate subways and elevators 
so arranged as to not Interfere with the movement 


! 


of persons going or leaving any of the trains. 
There are to be no "dead end" tracks in this sta- 
tion. 
Each will be directly connected at both ends 


with the main line tracks and trains will have free 
egress rind exit, from the station in either direction. 
There will be two main line tracks south of the 
station for passenger trains and two for freight 
trains, the latter being on the south line of the 
right-of-way. 


This magnificent station and the ground it .oc- 


cupies will represent an expenditure of over a mil- 
lion dollars, 
in cost of construction, and general 


excellence it will excel anything of its kind'in: In- 
diana. 
Its construction and the separation" of .'the 


railway and street, grades had their incip'leucy long 
before the people of Fort. Wayne began t.e- talk 
about, elevated tracks. 
With characteristic fore- 


sight, the 
Pennsylvania 
officials recognized the 


coming needs of itself and the city of Fort. Wayne, 
,ind began planning to meet Miem. 
Six or seven 


years ago it. was conceded by them that the old de- 
pot was inadequate and they determined to build 
a new one on a scale commensurate with the im- 
portance of the city. 
Quietly they went, to work 


and in a remarkably short, time had acquired all of 
the property on Chicago street and much of that 
on Baker. 


Superintendent .1. B. McKim, under whose direc- 


tion this work was accomplished, says that the 
company will be ready' to ask for bids upon the 
erection of this magnificent passenger station and 
to commence active work upon it just as soon as 
the little differences between l.he railway company 
and the city officials have been adjusted. 


The general effect of the building will be digni- 


fied and beautiful, though not highly ornate. 
Its 


long facade on Baker street, of almost, 200 feet, will 
give statellness to that, region, and exert decidedly 
salutary Influence in the character of improvements 
In that part of the city. 


A passenger station that is commodious, clean. 


Inviting and equipped .with all modern appoint- 
ments for comforrand convenience of railway pa- 
irons will be an- innovation so radical in this city, 
that, while there will be no tardiness of apprecia- 
tion, there may be some difficulty, wholly realizing 
that it is true. As one of the great, inland railway 
centers of the country Fort Wayne ought before 
this to have been able to boast a decent railway 
passenger station, but it. is a strange truth that un- 
til the Pennsylvania's splendid new depot Is com- 
pleted Fort Wayne will continue to be In this^re-

Starke county, Ohio, and came to 
Fort Wayne. Ind., with his parents 
at a very early age, and resided here 


until his death, •which occurred on 
the 1st day of Deeemoer, 1910. 


Soon after his arrival 
In 
Fort 


Wayne heentered the employ of the 
Pittsburg. Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railway as a machinist apprentice. 
After mastering tnat trade he re- 
mained in the employ of that com- 
pany until about the year 1869, when 
he decided to become a lawyer and 
entered Ann Arbor law school, where 
he completed the course 
of 
study 


with high honors. On his return to 
Fort Wayne he entered into partner- 
ship with the late Judge Samuel E. 
Sinclair and continued as his part- 
ner for a number of years, and those 
members of the bar who remember 
the name of Sinclair. & Rodabaugh 
have not forgotten that in the prac- 
tice they had to be reckoned with. 
After the dissolution of tlie firm he 
continued In the practice and was 
•eminently successful: a close student 


of the law and an untiring worker, 
leaving nothing undone consistent 
with professional ethics in order to 
succeed, and his clients always found 
him true to every trust confided to 
him.

state legislature he was earnest, and 
as prosecutor of the pleas of the 
state he was true to his trust. 


He was a good lawyer, a true citi-

They cannot be made in 
drink shops or other places ot sale."

temperance societies. 


At a. conference recently held in

For 1894 the consumption of home- 


mad* Intoxicants in the United King- 
dom of Great Britain amounted to .7a 
gallon per' head of population. 
This 


amount steadily rose until in 1S99 the 
consumption was .95 gallon per head 
of population. By 190S it had fallen to 
.72 gallon per head. For 1903 it plunged 
down the toboggan to approximately 
.48 gallon per head, a far lower per 
centage than has been recorded for at 
least halt a century. The consump- 
tion of foreign spirits has also falle 
off proportionately. 


With this tremendous reduction In 


the consumption of liquor goes a cor- 
responding drop in drunkenness. Gov- 
ernment statistics for England and 
Wales for the past year state: 


"The year 1909 is marked by a grea 


decrease In convictions (for drunken 
ness or other offenses combined will 
drunkenness. There were 168.518 suc'i 
convictions in 1909, as compared with 
187.803 In 1908, a decrease of 18,285." 


In Ireland there is a corresponding 


tailing oft In the number of drunks, the 
aggregate for 1909 being less than for 
190S by 5,619.

crease In 'proceedings for drunkenness 
wos shown in Scotland.

Feminine Kind from Head to Foot and from the Cradle to the Grave Employs Ribbon in an Endless Variety of "Ways, But in Millinery It is 


Indispensable to Becoming and Artistic Effects—Ora Cue, Jlsn Milliner, Has Something to Say About Ribbon and Its Vses. 


SOME ARTISTIC AND STRIKING USES DEVISED BY MR. CNE. 


"Ribbons and Their uses." a New 


York quarterly publication, has this to 
say of ribbons and their practical uses 
and purposes: 


There is hardly an article of apparel 


worn by women in which ribbon of 
some sort Is not used. From the crown 
of her head to tho soles of her feet she 
brings into use decorative 
features 


made of ribbon, sometimes serving 
purposes of, usefulness, but more often 
purely ornamental. But "If eyes were 
made for seeing, then beauty Is its own 
excuse for being," Is true, and every 
year we are brought to discern more 
clearly the strength of ribbons for all 
sorts of decorative work. 


The newly arrived member of the 


family is received with a daily be-rlb- 
honed lavctte. Dainty bows and flut- 
tering ends of "baby" ribbon odd a 
charming touch to all tho belongings 
of tho newcomer. When the little one 
la a, girl, she grows nnd develops to use 
more ribbons, and oho might set forth 
the story of her life's usual history 
with picture writing, using her belong- 
ings that are made of ribbon to tell the 
tale. 
, 


In millinery, ribbon Is Indispensable. 


It forms the decorative feature in al"- 
most all hats for children, and is an 
Important accessory In all other hats. 


For the coiffure, ribbons aro equally 


In demand, and again the feminine 
world employs them from tho earliest 
youth to latest age. Every year brings 
about little changes In tho forms of the 
bows and ribbon ornaments, but sees 
the increase In demand for ribbons. 
They have therefore become a great 
factor in merchandising, and one has 
only to walk through n. great store, 
taking note, to find that ribbon In some 
form is a "part oC tho play" In many 
sections beside its own. 


It is In the neckwear and millinery 


departments that one sees the most 
prodigal and fanciful uses ot all sorts 
of ribbons. 
Crowns of pretty bro- 


caded patterns continue to bo used on 
hats for children and misses, while 
rosettes large, 
rosettes 
small 
and 


rosettes of every description arc dis- 
played as a trimming. Those made of 
flower forms and set In rows about tho 
base of the crown are prettiest 
for 


misses. A light weight, lustrous weave 
of ribbon Is best adapted for them. 


In coiffure ornaments, however, the 


newest and most striking ribbon de- 
velopments are to be found. 
The In- 


troduction of gauze ribbons. In silver 
gold, 
copper 
colors 
v.'ith 
metallic 


threads, has made possible a greater 
variety of ribbon ornaments for many 
seasons. 


In table decorations the new ribbon 


pieces are large and more 
elaborate 


than ever, although the ribbons 
are 


light weight and only ot medium width 


The three-inch ribbons are very prac-j 
ticul for them. Centerpieces, simulat- 
ing great water lilies or immense roses, 
as large as a punch bowl, are the aew- 
est pieces. Ribbons from the chande- 
lier to tho table. In narrow widths, ex- 
tending to the place cards of the 
guests, are popular enough to make de- 
mand for narrow ribbons somewhat in- 
creased. 


By means of narrower ribbons than 


aro ordinarily used, the 
handsome 


respites Illustrated 
here 
are 
made. 


These are all made of ribbons 
four 


Inches wide. 
They are 
large 
and 


showy 
and designed for 
millinery. 


The small designs made of narrower 
ribbon will make rosottes smaller, but 
equally effective, where small ones are 
needed. 
When narrower rlbbona are 


used, loops are shortened to preserve 
the same relations of length to width, 
which Is shown in these Illustrations. 


The manufacture ot ribbon In this 


country Is a ycry important Industry 
of which the general public knows but 
very little. Over 150 factories, most of 
them located In tho east, employ many 
thousand people and have an enormous 
output of finished ribbon. All ribbons 
are under nine Inches In width. 
Over 


that, the materials .are given 
other 


names. .It is quits possible .that Pater- 
son, N. X, might be termed the head 
and center of tho 
industry 
In 
the 


United States. 


A little knowledge of this very In- 


teresting subject in regard to Its early 
history may be pleasing. 
The En- 


cyclopedia Brltannlca says: 


'It Is obvious that the weaving of 


very narrow fabrics, piece by piece, on 
separate looms would be a tedious and 
expensive process: yet for ages such 
was the only process. The essential 
feature of a rilibon loom Is the simul- 
taneous weaving In one loom frame of 
two or more webs, going to as many 
as forty narrow fabrics 
In 
modern 


looms! 
To 
effect 
tho 
conjoined 


throwing ot all the shuttles and the 
various other movements of tho loom 
the automatic action of the^powcr loom 
is necessary": and it is a remarkable 
fact that tho self-acting ribbon loom 
was known and extensively used more 
than a century before the famous In- 
vention of Cartwright. A loom of this 
sort Is mentioned as having been work- 
Ing in Dantzlc towards the end of the 
sixteenth century. 


"Similar looms were at work In Ley- 


den In 1620. About, H576, under the 
name of the Dutch loom or engine 
loom, It was brought to London; and 
although its introduction there caused 
some disturbance, it does not appear to 
have been prohibited. 


'In 1745 the celebrated John Kay, 


the Inventor of the fly shuttle, obtain- 
ed, conjointly with Joseph 
Stell, 
a 


iiatent for improvement of the ribbon 
loom; and since that period 
it has 


benefited by the invention applied to] 
weaving machinery generally. 


'Ribbon weaving is known to have 


been established near St. Etienne. de- 
partment of Loire, as early as 
the 


eleventh century, and that town at the 
present day continues to be the head- 
quarters of the industry. 
In the time 


of Louis XIV the ribbon trade there 
gave employment to about 6.000 per- 
sons; now about 17,000 looms are in 
operation In the district. 
1,500 are 


power looms in the factories. Statis- 
tics compiled In 1881 give- the annual 
value ot the trade at 63.000.000 francs, 
of which 45.000.000 francs was the val- 
ue of the ribbons proper. 


"During the Huguenot trouble rib- 


bon weavers from St. Eticnno settled 
at Basel and there established an In- 
dustry that now rivals that of the 
original seat of tho trade. In the Basel 
district the looms number S.OOO: but 
one-half of these aro power looms In 
factories, which have .1 much greater 
capacity than the domestic looms. 


"Crelield Is the center of the German 


ribbon Industry, the manufacture there 
of black velvet ribbons being a spe- 
cialty. 
In Vienna about 2.000 looms 


are employed. 
Next to St. Etienne 


and Basel, Coventry is the most im- 
portant seat of ribbon makirrg, and to 
some extent the Industry Is prosecuted 
in Norwich and Leicester. Tho aver- 
age annual value of tho ribbon trade 
it Western Europe and 
America Is 


fSO.000,000. A largo proportion of the 
ribbons now made are mixed fabrics of 
silk and cotton." 


That many ribbons have saw filings 


rolled' In the silk to make the ribbon 
heavier and Increase the weight of the

jority ot the bolts of ribbon labeled ten 
yards fall short ot this length, but ef- 
forts aro being mndo to induce the 
manufacturers to remedy this short- 
age. 


It is a fact to be deplored that rib- 


bons are not in highest , favor with 
tho best milliners and designers, simp- 
ly because there is little If any op- 
portunity to learn how to construct and 
create the newest models of ribbon 
bows. 
Since the annex work rooms 


throughout the country 
have 
been 


abolished by the 
wholesale jobbers, 


there is very littli chance'for the mil- 
liners and trimmers to carefully ex- 
amine and closely scrutinize tho latest 
objects of art In this line. 
A mere 


cursory examination, with several side- 
long glances swiftly stolen while no one 
Interferes, does not afford ample time 
for the trimmer to carry home an ade- 
quate idea oC just how the bow has 
been 
so wonderfully

conception of the bow in mind makes 
the way easier for the maker. In many 
instances It is necessary to cut the 
ribbon into length. In many others cut- 
ting would be a detriment, and in some 
cases a positive ruin of the bow to be 
made." 


It is an unfortunate state of affairs 


that there Is no place In the world 
where this information can be obtained 
or Instruction given. To be sure, there 
arc many excellent schools of millinery 
where the different branches are thor- 
oughly taught, but these courses of 
Instruction are moro generally given 
to tho beginners.

A Good Ice Cake. 


My partner pokes a bit of fun nt. me because he has 


made .the quicker trip, and points where rocking 
gently in the water lies the white "float," bedecked 
with a thin fringe of thatch roots nnd grass along its 
gunwales, while on the bow rests a small piece of Ice. 
The whole will pass close insppctlon In its make-up as 
an ice cake drifted awny from some marshy shore. 


There seems t.o be nothing left for me but to take 


my place at the onrs and drive our craft over the mile 
of water where we may row without risk of alarming 
our game, my shipmate wisely taking upon himself 
the more delicate task of "sculling," in which he is 
past master. At a prudent distance—-a mile or more— 
we rest upon our onrs. He arranges hla coat beneath 
him and lies down to his work. T place myself flat 
upon my back in the bottom of the float, my head upon 
hla knees, but one eye above the gunwale still, the 
while he follows the fleet. He toils twenty minutes, 
then grants his disgust. The birds have turned square- 
ly about and are swimming toward H mussel lied just 
commencing to show in mldchannel. We hope they 
may stop and climb out upon It to rest, but. they keep 
on, coasting its further side. Midway of this they 
halt, a few scramble out upon it to preen their feathers 
in great content. We decide that our most promising 
course to get within shot reach Is to work to windvranl 
in the Beeper water of the channel and to come down 
before the breeze, since they will rise against the 
wind, and so, even though they start at long range, 
they may pass us wlthiu shooting distance in getting 
under way. 


lie points the float's nose into the wind and sjulls 


along steadily. The mud bank, half a mile in length, 
intervenes its hundred yards-of width, making for the 
present an impregnable line of defence for the flock. 
We coast this barrier slowly against the breeze, for- 
tunately just now only strong enough to crinkle the 
waves with tiny dimples which serve to hide our 
craft's wake, and as we slip smoothly along we pass 
a'n occasional murre, a sea pigeon, who regards us not;

There he toiled for sis mouths, resigning the post in 
January, 1845, to go with the Broadway Journal, pub- 
lished on the site now covered by Temple Court, in 
Beekman street.

He was facing the three dogs, bis hind quarters in the 
coign of advantage, and was making short charges at 
first one and then the other.

What the Maori was saying, as I afterward learned, 
was for me to pick my tree to climb before I made 
my thrust.

Now the rongotute saw his new enemy, and. with 


a wicked little cry of rage, he charged, so swiftly and 
so viciously that be caught the terrier before the dog 
could sidestep, and bowled him out of the way, but 
in so doing diverted himself and shot by between mo 
and the Maori, going straight for my horse. The poor 
helpless animnl lunged back to tear loose, but the 
spring of the branch gave him no chance of a breaking 
jerk on the strap. Striking to rip the horse's flank, 
the boar plunged into the combat, but knocked the 
horse's legs from under him nnd for an Instant the 
two rolled together in the grass.

Quickly as I leaped to one side, the point of his tust 


caught my puttee on the right knee with the danger- 
ous upward thrust, and I felt the ivory edge graze mj 
flesh, while the ripping, tearing blow hurled me further 
out of his path, and I fell oft ray face, scrambling to 
my feet and up on the stump just as he came back at 
me with lowered head.

Caught a Limb Just Above Him and 
Swinging Out of the Way of the Mad- 
dencd Animal

HEN tlic great navigator and explorer, Cap- 
tain Cook, mndc his historic voyages In the 
southern latitudes he carried a quantity of 
live stock for food. Among the animals wore 
some large English hogs, and a few of these 


were landed on North Island of the New Zealand do- 
minion ond escaped into the forest. In one hundred 
years the stock has undergone a great change, has re- 
verted to a state cvun wilder and fiercer than the orig- 
inal one, perhaps, and makes the finest of big game. 
Tho white busbmcn of the North Island call these 
hogs "Captain Cooks" or "razorbacks," and the Maoris 
name them "roiigotutrs." 


Good luck only kept mo from being ripped to pieces 


by one of llu-m in out: of. the hunts In which I partici- 
pated in 1002 in tlie Taranakl district, and 1 acquired 
a very wholesome respect for them as game lighters 
and dangcrmis opponents. 


Both 
inal« and 
female develop curved tusks 


that arc both longer nnd sharper than those of the 
famous wild boars of. Europe, northern Africa and 
India, and the beasts are larger, more rangy and aro 
•witter. I have tlie tusks of the one which nearly did 
for me and my liorsc and they measure seven and on«n 
half inches on the outside, while 1 have seen them 
mounted on ihc habiliments of Maori tohunga or 
priests when they measured nine inehessy 


While in the shoat age the wild hog is compelled 


to rip up roots, turn over stones, toss aside small fallen 
trees and do other things that give him access to ants, 
snails, nuts, fungi and other food, and this use_ de- 
velops the incisors in the lower jaw till even a two- 
year-old will have very presentable arms of offence 
and defence. 


The older boars and sows, following some natural 


instinct, grind out the Inner sides of the triangular 
tips of the tusks until the points are as sharp as the 
points o£ knife blades and the edges of the. ground 
portion have a cutting capacity that Is amazing. Put 
two or three hundred pounds of ferocious brawn be- 
hind a pair of tusks ground out In this fashion and 
the hunter faces a very dangerous brute. 


Though little known to the outside world, the sport- 


Ing New Zealanders are very fond of this sport and 
now and then expert "pig stickers" from India or from 
Egypt or the Soudan, for the most part British army 
officers, go to New Zealand to try the sport. I have 
never heard one of them faU'to admit that the Captain 
Cook of North Island is tne prince of them all in a 
fight. 


Fifty years agO'thcse pigs wore found all over the 


island, from latitude 34 south to 40 south, but the 
settlers arc driving them away from the plantations. 
The Maoris have been eating great quantities of them 
for food, and every time a big tract is made the sub- 
ject of lumbering operations the first thing the bush- 
men aro called upon to do Is to drive the rongotutes 
away. It Is not pleasant to have a peaceful gang of 
laborers armed only with saws and axes called upon to 
fight two or three beasts of donkey engine power armed 
around the front with hookfcd daggers. The result Is 
that the pigs have retreated slowly to the vast tracts 
of virgin bush in and about Mount Egmont, In the 
Taranaki district, iu the Kalraanawa of the Hawkes 
Bay country, in the Raukumara of the Waia Pu dis- 
trict, around tlie great Lake Taupa and in the region 
from Mongonul in the extreme north, south to Ota- 
matea. 


The hunting which I most enjoyed was in the wil- 


derness of Taranaki, on the eastern slopes ot Mount 
Egmont, between New Plymouth and Stratford. One 
can alwriys find a Captain Cook there and one can 
always get a hard ride and a good fight. 


Comrades of the Fray. 


The first requisite is a strong, fleet horse that is 


willing to break his neck if you are willing lo break 
yours, nnd the second is a pig hating dog. Tlie aver- 
age fox dog 01- hound will turn tail before a Captain 
Cook, and the wolf and deer bounds aro easy victims 
for (he tusks. Sporting dogs are none too plentiful In 
t;«w Zealand nud 't is rather costly to Import clogs to 


V 


be slashed up In the bush, so the mongrel the bush- 
men call a cattle dog is the best. Ho Is the size of a 
collie, but has a short coat and a long nose that is 
quite blunt at the end. What his origin was I cannot 
imagine, but this dog Is the one that the sheep men 
are using more than any other. 


The supposition Is that firearms are not used against 


the pigs because that wdnld be unsportsmanlike, but 
I think that the truth Is that the bnshmcn discovered 
that firearms were far less effective than the spear 
that every pig hunter how uses. It would be a won- 
derful shot who could hit In a vital spot a charging 
boar surrounded by dogs with such a percentage of 
certainty that he would not get ripped up In short 
order. 


In the first place, the death is nearly always In ft 


dense thicket, at very close quarters, where firearms 
are not nearly so convenient as steel blades, and 
where shooting from cover is almost impossible. 


The standard weapon, therefore, is the turuhi .or 


short spear made by lashing a buslimnn's slasher to 
a choice staff six feet in length. The steel is about 
fifteen Inches long and has the weight thrown toward, 
the tip,'which turns up with the same hook seen in a 
Turkish slipper. These are the knives with which a 
Maori will fight his way through miles of bush. There 
are seven cuts that the skilled knife man uses in 
making a path, and so peculiar is the poise of the 
slasher that bushmcn are very frequently the victims 
of accidental cuts from their own knives. 


The day of my best light we were up before dawn 


riding away-from the little pa where we had stopped 
the night before after a breakfast of hot kumara 
cakes and komcke dough made from the dried and 
powdered fern root, washed down with excellent tea 
from our own canisters. 


In addition to the three of us who had made up our 


party in Wellington there were four Maori bushmcn 
on foot and three dogs—two of the cattle dog sort 
and one smaller mongrel terrier. 
Tlic Captain Cook 


has a very peculiar odor, which even nostrils dulled 


. by civilization can make out easily at some distance, 


evcu long after the pig has passed. Some sheepmen 
hnd reported the day before that there were several 
on the slopes of a spur some miles off to the north. 


We picked our way out of thcfnviroiis'of the pa, 


watched by the several scores Maori inhabitants oC 
the place, till we were beyond the kumara fields nnd 
had struck the main trail up the mountain. Just as 
the sun was coming up old Waha-nul, the chief guide, 
drew his mat back from his left shoulder and poised 
his slasher as,nc stood on tiptoe, peering forward over 
the undergrowth for an objective poiiit. 
When be 


had settled on our course he begnn to cut a path and 
It was amazing to see tho progress lie made. (We 
walked our horses slowly behind him till at last be 
led us Into a great glade, a "clearing," tljat bad been 
caused by some forest tiro two or three years before. 
Here we wont forward and upward rapidly for a half 
mile and then one of the younger men stepped to the 
front and began to carvu out a trail that led to an- 
other clearing. 


Seeking the Captain Cook- 


Now we extended slightly, the Maoris taking the 


flanks with the dogs working before us. 
Perhaps 


for half an hour we forged ahead, at times entirely 
lost to sight of eacb other, nnd then suddenly old 
Waha-nui stopped, lifted bis head and began to sniff, 
and almost at the same instant tlie mongrel terrier 
'gave tongue and was off to Hie left. 
On my right 


w;ts a bud ravine and my friends wore on 'the other 
side of It. 
The' entile dogs were with them, but at 


my best speed could not equal that which the game 
and the dogs were making. 
Straight up the slope 


went the chase, with my friends hanging in the rear 
as\hey sought a place to round the ravine. Now the 
pigs had sonu over tlie ridge and the noise of the dogs 
was growing fainter. 
I put spurs to my horse and 


leaned low over the pommel of my English cross coun- 
try saddle as I shot under the low boughs of the trees 
only raising my head to get the proper seat when 
my horse took fallen" logs and clumps ot rocks. 


I Mad struck a trail and my horse was as glad as 


I lo find clear going. It was a mad, mad half hour's 
ride, with the constant danger o£ having my brains 
knocked out against the limb of an overhanging tree 
or of being hurled against a trunk if I lost my seat 
in tlic jumps. 
When I readied tlie crest the dogs 


had cornered a Captain Cook about ft mile down tho 
other side of tho slope nnd I shot ahead. Now the 
riding was something, to make a man's hnlr rise when 
he thinks of it In cold blood, but with the fever of 
the chase In ,Jiis veins a hunter will take nfany 
chances and think nothing of them, I remember 
thinking of the difference between such a chase nnd 
the t.ime riding through tlio grass and brakes after 
pigs in other lands, u-here one overtakes the animal 
and stoops and lances it or cuts short its career with 
a rapier or sabre. 


In a short time the growth blocked the way. The 


dogs ami the pigs bad gone through with scarcely les- 
soned speed, but 1 wondered liow they had done It. 


I was hard at work with my slnslior making a way 


for myself to Hie scene of conflict, when one of the 
Maoris rnmc up and together we took turns in cut- 
ting our way through to a polut where he could run 


the limb helped the horse to regain his feet and he 
leaped aside from a short charge, giving the dogs time 
to get at the pig's flank, nnd one of the cattle dogs 
buried his teeth in the high rump, causing the game 
to turcuitnd charge. The dogs got out o£ the way and 
tlic big tusker went crashing on down the slope. By 
this time two others of tlic Maoris had arrived and 
one of my friends was galloping up. 


I found my horse uninjured, but very nearly un- 


manageable from fright, and I mounted and took up 
the chase once more. It was at least a half hour of 
'terrific riding before the dogs brought tlie pig to bay 
once more. This time it was against the base of a 
low cliff with a wall of undergrowth before it. Tho 
Maoris were not up, and, though I was very tired by 
this time, I set to work to cut through to the slope. 
Barely bad I got into the open space before the cliff 
when old Wnha-iiui appeared, and this time i got tne 
caution to pick owt my tree. It was well that I did 
so. We advanced to tlie attack together, he a little to 
Hie rear. Separating to go around a stump, we came 
within the range of the wicked little eyes of the 
boar, busily fending off tho dogs. 
Like a bolt lie 


darted for Waua-mii and the Maori, for all his age, 
leaped Into the air like a monkey,'caught a limb just 
above him nnd swung up out of the way just as the 
maddened nnininl shot under him. 


The force of the"charge burled the boar In a mass of 


very thick vines nnd the dogs were at him instantly,.

deep bay among the papa rock. The dogs plunged In 
at once, and it was apparent in a few seconds' time 
that the bay was a blind bole and the quarry was 
cornered before it had had any chance whatever to 
run. 
Tethering their horses, they cut their way more 


or less easily into the bush and found that the place 
where the pigs had been was a sort of natural arnphl- 
theatre save In wet weather, when it was filled with 
the waters of a torrent that at this time vras no more 
tliau a trickling stream running in a fall over the 
rocks at the back. From the signs more than one pig 
had been stirred, and it was not long before a young 
boar nnd a sow were made out moving along the 
rocks in the fringe of bush trying to find an outlet or a 
place wbere (hey could climb the sides c* the bay. 


Captain Myiesing instructed the Maori to take the 


one while he took the other, and, cutting their way, 
they advanced, constantly ready for the charge. The 
boar came flr-st, nnd Myiesing speared him nicely, no- 
ticing as he did so thnt the dogs were plunging and 
lunging In the bush to the left of him. He was just 
about to withdraw his spear when there was a terrific 
charge from a big old pig who had been In the 
shadow. Tlic Maori was busy with the sow andTwn 
some fifty feet away. The charge caught the officer 
entirely unprepared, and the boar's tusk, catching him 
In the thigh ripped him up to the waist and hurled 
him to the ground. He got to his feet, snatched the 
spear from the body of the first boar and tried to get 
the big pig on the return charge, but he was unable to 
act with sufficient quickness in bis wounded state and 
in a moment-more was face down on the rocks with 
another terrible rip in his chest. 


Tuatini rushed to the rescue and drove his knife 


into the boar's heart and dragged Captain Myiesing 
into the open. He was unconscious and in a pretty 
bad state from loss of blood and from shock when the 
Maori brought him into the pa, tied In tlie saddle, but 
skilful native surgery kept life in his body till be 
could be taken aboard a schooner In Wnangaroa Bay. 
He recovered ultimately, but he will never hunt again. 
He ha? a limp and a lame shoulder. 


He is but one of the many who have felt the rusks

Man;- 
poultry 


houses have proven failures because

the variations in night und day tem- 
perature were too great. Prominent 
authorities on the building of poultry 
houses state that ventilation can iest 
bo furnished by leaving one end of the 
house open or covered with burlap or 
canvas, using no glass windows un- 
less necessary for light. 
The Idea 


of building a warm house should be 
abandoned- It is shelter that is need- 
ed. The house should bo built in such 
a way that the fowls will not roost 
near the.open front whcro they would 
bo exposed to winds; nor should it 
face the prevailing winds. 
A long 


house is more expensive to build, for 
a given capacity, than one more near- 
ly square. 
A long, narrow house Is 


also a cold house, having more 'ex- 


posed surface for a 
given 
capacity 


than a square house. 


The size ot house necessary for a 


certain flock will vary .in different 
sections. 
Where there Is little or 


no snow and where the fowls can be 
outdoors every day In the year, two 
square feet of floor cpace per fowl 
will be ample. 
Where the climate 


Is such that the fowls will seek shel- 
ter part of the year, rather than go. 
outdoors on the 
range, considerably 


more space should be provided, say 
four to five square feet per fowl. The 
idea should not he to crowd them 
so much that their activity will be in- 
terfered with. 
Whether the shelter 


Is provided by enlarging the house or 
providing cheap scratching sheds. Is 
immaterial. Two square feet per fowl, 
or even less, Is ample 
for 
roosting 


quarters. 


Roosts should be made low or near 


th > ground—not higher than two feet 
There are several reasons for 
this. 


Fowls of tho heavier breed cannot fly 
high, and those of the lighter breeds 
frequently Injure the soles of their 
feet In Jumping from high perches. 
Roosts should be made all the same 
heights: for If they are made some 
highei than others, the birds will all 
flock to the hlghes. ones and crowd, 
which is undesirable. 


When dropping boards are used they 


should be low down, to permit of easy 
cleaning. . They should be made of 
matched lumber anr be twenty inches 
w!do for one. perch and three feet 
wide for two perches, the first perch 
placed at least ten Inches from the 
wall. 
A good roost may be made 


from material two by two Inches, then 
slightly rounded on the edges. 


Poultry keeping is most successful 


where the colony system prevails. The 
colony system means the housing of 
fowls In small houses, preferably por- 
table, where the fowls have free range. 
Tho chief advantage Is that the fowls 
are more active or busier than when 
confined In yards; second; there Is less 
danger from outbreaks of disease, as 
It Is possible to keep the houses on 
clean ground by - moving them occa- 
sionally; and. third, the fowls require 
less feeding and care, as they pick 
up considerable food on the range. 
Another advantage of this system Is 
that the fowls will rid the farm of 
Jitany Injurious Insects, such as grass; 
hoppers. 
Then, the colony system 


will fit In with crop rotations, and for 
part of the year the fowls will live 
on the stubble fields. 


The Illustrations sljown- represent a 


successful colony house .used at the 
Utah experiment station. The house 
ha» a cloth window, and the traps are 
very convenient, as they open from the 
outside. 


SAVING SEED CORN. 


If the seed com I saved this fall 


Tails to gerihlnate vhen planted, the 
Fault Is In my selection and care of 
the corn, but If I buy my seed next 
spring, and It proves to be bad seed, 
I suffer loss from someone else's care- 
lessness as well as my own. so I makp 
It a rule to «el«et my seed In the fall 
as I husk my corn. 


Only nice, smooth, solid, sound ears 


are selected. Those that most nearly 
approach my ideal of good ears. These 
are stored In a safe, dry place, where 
they will dry out well. 
Then they 


arc put In barrels and covered so that 
rr.lco, cannot get into the barrel. 


If a mouse should get into a bar- 


rel of seed corn, the chances are that 
It will ruin most of the corn so that 
It will not grow.. 


Last fall I selected my seed as I usu- 


ally do, and stored It away. The corn 
was not well matured and I had trou- 
bl- in getting enough that was of good 
quality. I made a test in the early 
spring, and found that 
every' grain 


u~ed in the test germinated. 


I secured two packages 
from a 


prominent seed grower. One of these 
tested a germinating power of 75 per 
cent., the other 84 per cent. If I had 
trusted to this man to furnish my seed. 


looks as If I would have had a very 


poor stand of corn. 


This would have reduced the yield 


several bushels per acre and would 
have been a costly, experience. I think 
tl i It Is clways safe to save plenty 
of seed corn to meet the requirements 
of the farm, then if new varieties are 
to be tried,' purchase seed only in a 
limited way,, and see whether the new 
vt.r!ety Is adapted to the locality where 
it Is to be-grown, before depending 
upon It largely.—A. J. Legg.

The 
neglect in attending to the small af- 
fairs of life Is sure to bring about dis- 
aster. 


Bees starve to Ceath with honey 


In the hives, and sometimes that with- 
in two inches of them, from the fact 
that during cold weather bees form 
themselves into one compact body, 
and .when all the honey is consumed 
within their reach, unless the weather 
Is warm enough for them, to change 
their location from one part of the 
hive to another. In order to reach 
their stores, they will surely starve 
with plenty of feed near them. 


This is .usually the case with single- 


walled hives, hence the option of chaff 
hives to confine the heat arising from 
the bees. 
Bees usually move toward 


the warmer part of the hive. If the 
s 
shines on one side of the hive In 


cool, or cold weather, the cluster goes 
to that side. I have often had colonies 
eat out all the hone • != one end of the 
hive, and leave the other end full.

r have settled down for my own 


part on using a woolen blanket or 
carpet cover, and on top of it, porus 
and absorbent material such as saw- 
dust, chaff, cut straw and leaves. 


The woolen material next the bees 


c .'.veys the moisture to the other 
side of the piece of blanket or carpet 
where contact with the absorbent ma- 
trrial causes it to pass upward, BO 
rendering it harmless to the bees. 


I suppose there is the slightest pos- 


sible upward ventilation, a sort of slow 
percolation of air and moisture, but it 
tvorks well, provided the entrance of 
tho hive is not too narrow and con- 
tracted. 


Bees inhale vapor, and when this 


vapor strikes the cold walls of the hive 
it sometimes congeals into frosts, melt- 
ing into water and running out of the 
hive as soon as the weather is warm 
enough. 


Sometimes It merely condenses Into 


water and runs out of the hive as Boon 
as enough Is collected. Whether cold 
or warm, this vapor Is being sent 
oft all the time, only when It Is warm 
enough 'it does not condense Into water 
or Ice. 


It very often occurs that the en- 


trance of hives becomes clogged with 
dead bees, and the colonies do not 
have ventilation enough. 
One of the 


Indications of this la when you see 
water running out of the 
entrance, 


which goes to show that the air inside 
is damp and Impure. 


Take a stout piece of wire with a 


hook on the end, and • rake out tha 
dead bees. 
When frost forme about 


the inside of the hive, the vapor from 
the bees, together with the congeal- 
ing of it in the remote parts of th« 


Spring Bee Escape.

hive, gives a bluish-white i appearance 
to the surface of the combs.' which 
by the Inexperienced, Is often m!»- 
taken for mold.

The bees also must be kept dry. A 


substantial hive, with a tight roof, 
will keep out the rain. 


A few inches of dry, poms material, 


sucli as chaff or ground cork.packed 
between the cluster and the roof, will 
he.-, e a good effect on keeping the b*w ' 
comfortable, allowing the moisture tt> 
pass off slowly. 


A draught would be Injurious. W«

Arrange to havo all th« Implements 


under so'mo kind of shelter, and the 
first rainy day that comes get them 
ready to house In the regular, machine 
sheds. 


In order to do this properly, it will 


be necessary, for you to have on hand 
a sood 
supply of Implement 
paint, 


•cmo first-class machine oil, some old 
c'oths, a'hammer, wrenches^ bolts and 
nuts galore. 


Tour very first step will bo that of 


Inspection, cleaning up and repairing. 
With any kind of clean, coarse cloth 
go carefully over each implement; re- 
moving; all nrlmo, flirt nml grease.

tho machine is needed again. 


When each Implement is thus over- 


hauled, a thorough oillns should fol- 
low, Lot every cup 
.nd oil receiver 


bo filled to overflowing. Oil is mighty 
choap 
when we consider its saving 


qualities. 


Where a plow or cultivator Is gone 


over, all shovels and shares should 
bo Klvon a thin coat of linseed oil to 
prevent rusting. 
Sickles 
should be 


oiled, carefully wrapped In old dry 
Kunny sacks, and laid away In a safe 
place. 


Whom Implements havo tho paint 


nearly worn off. It Is preferable to give 
tho ontlro 
surface a-good 
coating. 


Where there are only occasional places 
scaled or broken off. a stroke or two 
of tho paint brush wlll.be sufficient 


Bo especially particular to- paint all 


woodwork; carefully filling each crack 
and cr6v|(,-o to prevent further decay. 


As soon ns the paint ha« dried suf- 


ficiently for pno to handle the ma- 
chlnecy, it should be placed in the 
machine sheds, and here a system 
should be employed. 


Sherl each piece of machinery In 


tho order It will be taken out for 
service next, spring—the tools used In 
the fall occupying the back part of 
the Bhed, or overhead; those used In 
the summer next; and those needed 
for early spring work nearest the door 
right where they may be run out eas 
lly and on quick notice. 


This will save an enormous amount 


of time and energy in shifting ma- 
chinery about; while every piece will 
remain in its place and receive the 
full benefit of being In shelter until 
actually needed. And when the sea- 
son for using machinery comes on, ev- 
erything will be In readiness.

exclusive branch of agriculture. We 
are feeding top narrow rations for the 
good of our cows. 


Cows that are raised and developed 


on clover hay. ensilage, wheat, bran 
and oats, with, good luxuriant pasture 
gross during the summer will make 
better cows than those that are over- 
fed on a ration 111 adapted to their 
needs. I will stake my reputation on 
this fact. We may not make as much 
milk, but we will have better pro- 
ducing cows and calves, arid what 
milk we do make will be made cheap- 
er and our herd will gradually be set- 
ting better. 


I do not care whether a ration Is 1 


to 4 or 1 to 7 as long as it does the 
business and Is beneficial to the health 
of the cattle. Then, .again, the aver- 
age dairyman does not employ meth- 
ods best calculated to give the best re- 
sults In breeding. Some dairymen will 
raise every heifer calf born oh his 
term, while another dairyman will not 
raise any.

dairymen to make some exchange of 
calves v.-hereby only the best calves 
from high-producing cows would be 
raised. 


In this way dairymen who had the

that werie born on his farm. 


This would do more than any one 


thing to Improve the quality of our

In connection 
with this calf exchange there would 
need to be a system of selection, for 
the laws of heredity control the dairy 
function as fully as they do the other 
characteristics.

The method referred to Is almost 


the samo as the Btrlngfcllow method. 
Mr. Strlngtellow believes In the fol- 
lowing: Prune the tree very closely at 
both top and root. 


Ma'.:o openings only large enough to 


takn In tho root, and pack the soil 
firmly by tramping with the foot, or 
even ramming with a round-headed 
stick. 


Prune very sparingly, If any, until 


the trees come .Into the first, or even 
second year's bearing—Just enough 
to keep the tree In decent form. 


When this method was first advo- 


cated by Mr. Stringfellow, a Texas 
grower, it was received with little 
favor by practical orchardists, some 
of them even ridiculing tho Idea, say- 
ing that 
Jamming 
the soil tightly 


i&out the roots would prevent growth. 
SSewevcr. 
numerous 
experiments, 


which havo been conducted along this 
line the past few years show that the 
method has considerable merit, after 
all. 


Most good orchardists now believe 


In trimming thotroots very closely, and 
there is no doubt that it Is much 
better to cut the tops back very vigor- 
ously rather than to' plant them Just 
as they come from the nursery- 


TRAP NESTS PAT.

The result of these close, warm sta- 


bles was vitiated air, lack of exercise, 
debility and tuberculosis. Next, dairy- 
men were advised to allow a certain 
number of cubic feet of air space for 
each animal when, building their sta- 
bles, and many of these stables proved 
too cold for winter rnilk production 
and too damp for the health of the 
cattle. Now the stable question eeems 
narrowed down to a pra.tcical system 
of ventilation and many of the most 
practical dairyman are putting In such 
a system. 


Suitable feed, pure water, good ven- 


tilation and proper exercise are all 
necessary. 
The great question 
for 


practical dairymen Is to draw'a line 
between the essentials and the non- 
essentials. 


Water In front of each cow is a nice 


thing, but if the cows are not turned 
out for exercise each day. It is a ques- 
tion whether It is a good thins or not. 
I would much prefer not to have water 
in front of rny cows, if it was to be 
used as an excuse for not turning 
them out to exercise in the yard. 


In pruning the roots. Mr. String* 


fellow leaves one principle tap root 
rather long, and says that his expert* 
mentB show that by trimming the fid* 
roots closely a deep root growth will 
be obtained. 
: 


Some of the most 
prominent op» 


chardlsts in the country declared that 
If the roots were closely pruned they 
would rot and cause the tree to 'dl*. 
However, experiments have shown this , 
to be fallacy. 


The fact Is that when a tree !• start- 


ed with a large number of root*, many 
of them, particularly tho smaller ones, 
rapidly decay. 
Bo Mr. StringfcUoW* 


argument that It Is useless to plant 
these roots seems to be borne out by 
the experiments of the past ten yean. 


It Is now conceded by perhaps a ma- 


jority of progressive orchardlsts that 
when rootr are closely trimmed, the 
t»p root grows down more deeply and 
the tree stands a better chance of liv- 
ing and growing vigorously. 


In the matter of pruning, ther* Is 


yet a great difference of opinion. There 
a- 
many advocates of vigbrotu trim- 


ming, particularly for low-headed «f- 
ifecta, but there are thorn;who claim 
that much heavier crops are obtained 
by allowing the tree to grow In It- 
natural way, pruning only enough to 
remove the surplus wood and admit 
the sunshine. 


While the long'tap foot would nat- 


urally supply more moisture than 
roots close to the surface.' there Is na 
doubt that the latter will gather mor* 
plant food because it lie*' don t* 
the surface. 


A MOVABLE CORN CRIB. 


The walls of this corn crib are built 


of barrel staves; the roof may bo ot 
lap-siding or any kind of roofing you 
want.

Take thres 
parts of gasoline a.id one part, of crude 
carhclic acid. Mix these together and 
ndd gradually, with stirr*ng. enough 
plaster of parts to take up all \ tho 
moisture. Stir so thoroughly that tha 
liquid will be 
uniformly distributed! 


through the plaster. 
The resulting 


mixture should be a 
dry, 
plntdsh- 


brown powder, having a fairly strong 
carbolic odor. Work this powder Into 
tho feathers of the affected fowl*. If 
one application is not enough, a second 
should follow at an Interval of four 
days. If birds are badly infested, a 
third application may he necessary. 
A spray, or paint, to use on nest boxes, 
walls, floors and roosts of hen house* 
Is made of three parts gasoline to on* 
part crudo carbolic acid. It is abso- 
lutely essential that crude carbolW 
actd should b* osed.
